cTon, Mareh 3.—[Special.j—For the 
; today’s debate on the pension 
apprepriation bill was a continuanee of ped 
day’s route. Ben Butterworth, of Ohio, con- 
cluded his cffort, and Mr. Norwood, of Geor- 
gia, was then tr cognized. No speech delivered 
at this session has been listened to by a larger 
number of memberson both sides. It wasa 
reply to lHicnderson’s recent onslaught on the 
democratic partyand the south, and was In the 
style most effective against such an impas- 
sioned and reckless speech as that of Hender- 
sou. Mr. Norwood, in an admirable satire on 
Henderson's bombastic style and his mean 
sentiments, held him up for thirty minutes to 
pitiless ridicule. Henderson interrupted two 
or three times at the start, but soon subsided 
and took his punishment in silent submission. 

Norwood was interrupted many times by 
roars of laughter by his democratic colleagues, 
and from the crowded galleries. His speech, 
for humor and satire, is equal to his famous 
effort against the civil rights bill, delivered in 
the senate in la74. When he 
concluded a large group of members gath- 
ered about him to offer their congratulations, 
while the republicans gathered 
thick about Henderson, to extend 
their consolations. Norwood was 
followed by Breckenridge, of Kentucky, ina 
speech of rare eloquence and broad patriotism. 
Though speaking as one who had fought for 
the confederacy, he absolutely disarmed criti- 
cism both as to the manner and matter of what 
he said. His pathetic peroration elicited ap- 
plause from democrats and republicans alike. 
it touched the chords of a lofty patriotism 
which 1s beyond the comprehension of the 
small men who have injected bitterness into 
this discussion. 

OPFLCERS FOR THE SAVANNAH DRILL. 

Captain J, F. Wheaton, of Savannah, is in 
Washington, for the purpose of secaring from 
the secretary of war the appointment of United 
States officers to be present and to inspect the 
troeps at the centennial celebration of the 
Chatham Artillery in May. The following olli- 
cers will be detailed for this duty; Lieutenant 
Gresham, of the Seventh Cavalry; Lieutenant 
Hoyle, of the Second Cavalry, and Batchelder, 
of the Twenty-fourth Infantry. Captain 
Wheaton predicts a grand military gathering 
in Savannah in May. 

THE DINGLEY BILL. 

The house committee on shipping has re- 
ported favorably JDingley’s shipping bill, 
which abolishes compulsory pilotage, and 
places the pilots under federal control. The 
vote in the committee was four to five. Three 
members of the committee were absent, and it 
is said that every one of them is opposed to 
the bill. (ne of these, Mr. Holman, says the 
vote in the committee was precipitated, before 
he expected it, and will sign the minority re- 
port. Thus, thoughthe biil- has the nominal 
Support of the committee, it is probable that it 
will be antagonized by a majority of the com- 
mittee, and it is almost certain that it will be 
beaten by the house. The Georgia pilots have 
taken deep interest tonight, as they regard it a 
stroke at the very existence of the business. 
Captain Fleetwood, of Savannah, argued their 
case before .the committee. F. H. R. 
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Allison Amendment Practically Gets 
Into the Blair Bill, 

WASHINGTON, March 3.--The chair !aid be- 
fore the senate the president’s message on 
the treatment of the Chinese in the west, 
already published. Referred to the committee 
on forcign relations. 

Mr. Evarts presented the petitions of the 
officers and trustees of the savings banks of 
New York state, representing 1,165,000 de- 
positors and 437,000,000 of deposits, praying 
congress to stop the coinage of the silver dollar. 
It was referred to the committee on finance. 

RIDDLEBERGER GETS ANGRY. 

Mr. Riddleberger offered a resolution, which 
was agreed to, requiring each senator to report 
to the senate the name of his private secretary. 
In introducing the resojution Mr.Riddleberger 
said thatsome men were holding tickets of 
admission to the senate floor who would not be 
admitted to the parlors of gentlemen if they 
were known as Riddleberger knew them. 
Such tickets were so issued to people who re- 
ccived no pay except admission to the senate 
floor to blackmail gentlemen, to libel them in 
their newspapers. Riddleberger said he knew 
of a case in point. He knew what 
had been said in the house 
about Eads being on the floor of that house. 
He asked ifit were permissible for him (Rid- 
dlebrger) to state that while Eads had not 
been on the floor of the senate, he had three 
henchmen there, two representing republican 
newspapers and one a democratic newspaper, 
who came to secure information on which to 
jibel senators. Imagine a man having a ticket

The chair again said: 

‘The senator from Virginia will please not 
interrupt the — chair. The senator 
did not call for a decision, or 
for the yeas and nays, but when the senator 
from Kansas (Plumb), was advancing 
an argument on the bill, the senator from Vir- 
ginia (Riddleberger) then rose and demanded 
a division. It was then too late. The chair says 
kindly but firmly to the senator from Virginia 
that he has not sought to discriminate against 
bim in the slightest degree. The senator is 
mistaken in that. On the contrary, the chair 
has often done the reverse, and appeals to the 
senator from Virginia to withdraw that impu- 
tation that the chair had ever discriminated 
against him, or sought to deprive him of his 
rights. The point of order is overruled.” 

Mr. Riddleberger._-If the chair will per- 
mitme,I do not mean to say that the chair 
had discriminated against me, I meant to 
say that the chair itself did not comprehend 
the rules. (Roars of laughter.) 

‘This is exactly what I meant to say.” 

After further remarks the yeas and nays 
were ordered on the Dolph amendment, on 
which the viva voce vote had been taken, and 
pending the call the senate went into execu- 
tive session. When the doors were re-opened 
the senate adjourned. 

IN EXECUTIVE SESSION, 

The president today nominated Brigadier 
General Alfred H. Terry to be major general, 
to succeed Hancock, and Joshua T. Child, of 
Missouri, to be minister resident and consul 
general of the United States to Siam. 

The senate today confirmed Livingston W. 
Bethel to be United States attorney for the 
southern district of Florida. 

The aeting comptroller of the currency to- 
day authorized the First National bank of St. 
Augustine, Fla,, to begin business with a capi- 
tal of $50,000. 

Among the confirmations made by the 
sevate today, trom which the injunction of 
secrecy Was not removed, was that of Collec- 
tor Hedden, of New York. The nomination 
of thé postmaster at Hamburg, Iowa, a “sus- 
pension” case, was reached, and the papers 
upon which the late incumbent was suspended 
were laid before the senate and read. They 
were voluminous, and the charges are said to 
have been trivial in their nature, The case 
went over. 

A resolution from the commerce committee, 
calling for the papers in the case of the sus- 
pended collector at San Francisco was adopted. 


NORWOOD SPEAKS.

WASHINGTON, March 3.—The speaker laid 
before the house the message of the president 
on the Chinese trouble, read by the clerk. 
Referred tothe committee on foreign affairs. 

Mr. Breckenridge, of Arkansas, from the 
committee on ways and means, reported bills 
extending the provisions of the act 
for the immediate transportation 
of dutiable goods to the ports of Omaha, Key 
West and Tampa. House calendar. 

Mr. Hatch, of Missouri, from the committee 
on agriculture, reported a bill to establish the 
agricultural experiment stations in connection 
with colleges established in the several 
states. Committee of the whole. 

The house consumed the morning hour in 
ccumittee of ihe whole, in consideration of the 
bil! authorizing the appointment of a commis- 
sion to carry on tests of iron, steel, and other 
structural materials. 

Pending action, the committee rose, and 
then the house again went into committee on 
the pension appropriation bill. 

Mr. Butterworth resumed his speech begun 
vesterday, and continued in the same vein as 
yesterday, a genertl range of political subjects 
without much reference to the bill under dis- 
cussion. 

Mr. Nerwood, of Georgia, made a satirical] 
speech in reply to that delivered by’ Mr. Hen- 
derson, of Jowa, some days since, ridi- 
culing that gentleman’s profession of friend- 
ship for the south, but expressing his 
admiration for the manner in which he had 
claimed the old story, which was as well known 
to the country, as ‘The Boy Stood on the 
Burniug Deck” or “Mary Had a Little Lamb.” 
(Laughter.| The. gentleman had made his 
speech while union men and ex-confederates 
had been marching abreast, without a single 
stinggic, to do justice te the survivors of the 
union army. Then thegentleman had stepped 
forward,- arrested the column, and mating 
upon the confederates as gently as Brutus had 
sniiled upon Ceasar, when he had invited him 
to take a rest at the foot of Pompey’s column, 
had proceeded to address them in a persuasive 
strain, ending the speech with a declaration 
that he would rather spend an eternity in 
hell with them than an eternity in 
heaven with northern copperheads, 
“peaking for himself, while he returned his 
profuundest acknowledgements to the gentle- 
man from Iowa for the offer of his society if 
bs should be so unfortunate as to get en to 
the wrong road, and join the gentleman down 
below, yet he entered his most solemn and 
vigorous protest against accepting his delicate 
companioyship. For he was persuaded that 
no engagement, however pressing, would pre- 
vent the gentleman from arresting the col- 
umps and mounting a red-hot stump to insist 
that it should listen to him proclaim the same 
old piece of political law. The conclusion at 
which he (Norwood) had arrived upon 
hearing the gentleman’s speech, was that 
the gentleman was afflicted with a dis- 
case common to public men, known as 
“*Vox popnuli’ on diaphragm.’ When the dis- 
ease became acute, it was called cerebro ele: 
phantiasis, and this was what effected the gen- 
tleman. Ifthe congessman from the third 
congressional district of Iowa would require 
David B. Henderson to get out of his way se 
that he could see his country, the congressman 
would be cured of his disease, and would no 
longer be troubled with inflammatory ‘vox pop- 
uli” ” [Laughter. ] 

_Mr. Breckenridge, of Kentucky, guided the 
discussion away from the channels of politics, 
into which it had flowed, and brought it back 
to the consideration ofthe general question 
of the pensions system. He expressed him- 
seif in favor of liberal ;pensions, and thought 
that it should always be the policy of 
the republic to pay generous pensions 
but there must be the same economies. and 
statesman-like consideration, both asto persous 
and the amount. It was not a matter of senti- 
ment which must decide the rate, but a matter 
of wige calculation. He closed his speech with 
an eloquent peroration, descriptive of the 
beautiful cemetery at Lexington, which con- 
tained the graves of the fathers, sons and 
brothers who had fallen in opposing rauks in 
the terrific struggle of the war, of the peaceful 
lives of the descendants of those men, who, 
thotgh they had been divided in a sense of 
duty, had never been divided in their love. 

“As an American representative,” 

said, en of Ameri- 
can questions, oving American 
people, denying that this is a paternal govera- 
ment, denying that taxes should be wrung 
from the people except from necessity, I shall 
vote my Own conviction, treating with con- 
tempt any effort to intimidate his discretion. 
[Loud applause on the democratic side. } 

Pending further action, the committee rose. 

Mr. Bragg, of Wisconsin, reported the army

THE STRIKERS -STRUCK. 


THE BOSSES TAKE TIME BY THE 
FORELOCK. 


Several Hundred Men, Discovereg to be Knights of 


Street Car Strike in New York. 


SPRINGFIELD, O., March 3.—There is great 
excitement here over the dismissal of a big 
force of Knights of Labor from the East street 
Champion Reaper works. The workmen claim 
that the number discharged will reaeh 60 or 
700, Six lodges of Knights of Labor held meet- 
ings to discuss the situation last night, bat 
took no definite action. The forefhen in the 
works, it is said, went through the shops yes- 
terday and asked every man if he was a Knight 
of Labor. His answer was recorded opposite 
his name. When the timecame for quitting 
work, those who had admitted belonging to 
the Knights of Labor were either paid off at 
once or told to call today and get their money. 
The action came like a bombshell to the men, 
and the greatest excitement prevailed. 

There are 3,000 Knightsat work in the va- 
rious shops of this city, and if the affair devel- 
opes into a general strike, it will be serious. 
Whitely, the proprietor, said last night: 

“T don’t know just how many men were dis- 
charged, ithink about 300. They are gen- 
erally distributed through the different de- 
partments of the shops. Every shop will be 
running with a full number of hands by Mon- 
day at least. We shall send to the various 
cities throughout the state for men. There 
was no trouble nor violence, nor do we appre- 
hend any. We were compelled to take this 
course in the interest of human liberty, and so 
far as weare posted on the course of the or- 
ganization in other cities, it has been one of 
terror, intimidation and larceny, and they 
were constantly influencing others io join the 
order who did not know anything about it. It 
isa question with every factory whether it 
shall have all or none of its men belonging to 
these organizations. and whether it shail have 
these strikers or not. There is no middle 
ground. We prefer to have all our men free 
from all organizations, and I believe it is for 
the good of the community totake sucha 
course,” 

The East Street Champion Reapers’ 
works is one of the largest factories 
of agricultural implements in the world, and 
its shops cover many acres. The situation at 
the Malleable Iron company lockout is un- 
changed. The officers of the company are 
firm in their determination to take back no 
men who demanded an advance of 10 per cent 
mm wages, and say they will fill the places with 
new men. With 1,000 men thrown out of em- 
ployment in the past two days, the labor ques- 
tion presents an exceedingly serious aspect in 
this city. 
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SOCIALISTIC FEATURE. 


Speculations Growing Out of the McCormick 
Strikes. 


CHicaGco, March 3.—In connection with the 
McCormick reaper strike, the Daily News 
prints the following: 

There has been considerable speculation as tothe 
actual influence of the socialists among the strikers. 
In discussing the probable aggregate of the socialists 
in the city, one of the recognized leaders said: 

‘Tt is in ‘ible to tell, Of the immigration 
from Europe, nearly 9% per cent is socialistic, 
especially among the Germans and Bohemians. 
They are born socialists, ‘tis.their religion. In 
Chicago there are 225,600 Germans and 56,000 Bohe- 
mians. Thesep¢ople are workingmen, except a 
few smal]l traders, shopkeepers and the like. who 
were workingmen themselves once. These shop- 
keepers sympathize with the organized bodies, 
trust the members for groceriesand goods while 
out of work, and contribute small sums to aid in 
maintaining the strikers.”’ 
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THE DRY DOCK STRIKERS. 


The Company etnies to Part With Faithfal 
.26n. 

New York, March 3.—The strike of the em- 
ployes of the Dry Dock line continues, and 
travelers by Grand street ferries are put to 
much inconvenience. The hearing before 
State Railroad Commissioner Kernan was con- 
tinued today at the company’s office. 
Vice Presmdent Richardson made a 
reply to the demands of the wmen, 
taking up each one separately. The company 
is willing to allow twelve hours to constitute a 
day’s work, including one hour for meals. All 
the employes who work more than twelve 
hours are to receive extra pay. Richardson 
denied that any outside organization should 
have the right to dictate to the company whom 
it should or should notemploy. If the Knights 
of Labor were to have the authority of decid- 
ing, then the directors and president of the 
road had better resign. A special committee 
from the Empire Protective association was in 
attendance at the conference between Com- 
missioner Kernan andthe directors of the 
road. There wasa long debatein regard to 
the discharge of certain men, who had re- 
mained faithful tothe company during the 
present difficulty. The superintendent 
replied that the company would prefer to 
go to pieces rather than discharge these men. 
The conference ended without an agree- 
ment being reached. An attempt was made 
to run the cars during the afternoon, but the 
strikers put such obstacles in the way, throw- 
ing the cars off the track, that the matter was 
abandoned. 

THE STREET CAR STRIKE. 

During the attempted progress of the test 
car today a huge load of barrels crossed the 
track in front of it. Thestrikers cut the ropes 
that bound the barrels on the truck and they 
rolled to the street and caused delay. A coal 
wagon containing two tons of coal was dumped 
and the contents spread before the car. A car 
of the Grand, Houston and Forty-second street 
line was stopped by strikers. The harness was 
cnt and the car derailed and placed square 
across the traack of the trial car. Each car 
that arrived was thus derailed tntil sixteen 
cars were standing across the _ tracks. 
The passengers were turned out 
and travel stopped. Fifty or sixty cars finally 
were massed, and thousands of persons were 
ovfthe scene. Finally 120 policemen arrived 
and sought to protect the trial trip car of the 
striking line. The driver held his reins stead- 
ily and maintained his composure amidst the 
jeers and attempted intimidation of the men. 
The conductor was dragged off the car. He 
disappeared, and there were wild rumors of 
his having been hurt and taken to the hos- 
pital. He had, however, sought refuge in the 
ccmpany’s offices, Finally word came from 
the company to the driver to take the car 
back to the stable, which he did. The strikers 
construe this as a step toward victory, and 
there were tumultuous shouts, and the 
course of travel was permitted to again 
be resumed. The officials of the road 
went to tell Commissioner Kernan of the at- 
tempt to run the car and its failure. Another 
attempt will be made tomorrow. 

Superintendant White said: 

“We intend to carry this thing through. We 
met the men half way, but they want too 
much,’ The trouble is not ended. I am told 
all the lines in Brooklyn and New York will 
tie up tomorrow.” 

The strikers think the end is near and that 
it will bring vietory to them. 

OTHER LINES JOIN THE sTRIKE. 


A Strike Adjusted. 

LYNCHBURG, Va., March 3.—The strike at 
the Old Dominion iron and nail works, in this 
city, bas been amicably adjusted by committees 
of the Knights of Labor and stockholders. 
The men go to work today at the old wages. 


THE CAPTURED PRIZE. 


The Faets in Relation to” the City of 
Mexico. 


WASHINGTON, March 3.—The of 
the pavy has received a long reoect ia 
Commander Chester, of the Galena, daied Key 
West, February 22, regarding the capture of 
the alleged filibustering steamer City of Mex- 
ico. The Galena arrived at St. Andrews, Co- 
lumbia, February 14, with R. K. Wright, Jr., 
United States consul at Colon on board. The 
steamer City of Mexico was found 
in port, with only her passengers, 
thiity. in number, captain and one 
of ber crew on board. The remainder of 
her crew had protested against proceeding to 
sea with the passengers, asserting that they 
composed an organized band under the direc- 
tion oi one of their number, Emilio Delgardo; 
as chief, and they were in waiting to receive 
arms and ammunition from the American 
steamer Neptune, preparatory to landing on 
the island of Ruatau; that the vessel, instead 
of sailing the peaceable voyage 
which they had enlisted, was un- 
der control of said ~,jelgardo, 
and that the captain was implicated in irregu- 
Jarities; thattheir contract having been broken 
they demanded their discharge or a satisfac- 
tory gttarantce for their lives, which they 
claimed had been threatened by the passengers, 
who were, to some extent, armed, or that the 
passengers should be removed from the ship. 
Uuder these demands the consular agent had 
removed the crew to the town of St. An- 
drews, while the Colombian authorities had 
owing to the reports that the passefigers had 
been refused a landing at the ports of Belize, 
Honduras, Bluefields and Corn island, in 
Colombia, declined to permit their coming on 
shore. The consular agent had examined the 
crew and captain under oath. Having read 
the teetimony and taken part in the proceed- 
ings with Consul Wright, Commander Chester 
was convinced that the grave charges pre- 
ferred by the consul were well founded, and 
determined to seize the vessel, Before de- 
termining so, he was assured by the prefect 
of the portand the judge of the district that 
such action wasin accordance with interna- 
tional law and treaty stipulation. 

(n boaid the steamer were two steam 
launches and three Honduras flags. The cap- 
tain had authority to draw on the agents of 
the vesselfor money, but it is in evidence that 
Delgardo paid the bills. Lieutenant Wm. P. 
Elliott was placed in charge of the prize, with 
ull the papers found in the vessel and the testi- 
mony taken by the consular agent, with in- 
structions to proceed to Key West and await 
instructions, 

RELEASED FROM QUARANTINE. 

KEY West, Fla., March 3.—The U. 8&8. 
Steamer Galena and her prize were released 
from quarantine today. Affairs on the City of 
Mexico are in statu quo. It appears that the 
naval authorities desire to transfer the case to 
the district court, but the United States mar- 
shal of this district has uo authority to take 
possession of the property without an order 
from Judge Locke, who is absent, holding 
court at Tampa. It is probable that the naval 
authorities, if desirous of affecting a transfer, 
will send an application to Judge Locke by 
mail tomorrow, who will probably return here 
on Friday, as he is without a district attorney 
at Tampa, on account of the vacaney in the 
office. 
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AN OLD FIRM FAILS. 


Caused by the Wreck ofthe “City of Colaum- 
bus’’ Two Years Ago. 

Boston, March 3.—F. W. Nickerson & Co., 
large importers, West India traders, and com- 
mission merchants, who have been in business 
between forty and fifty years, announced their 
failure today, assigning to Joseph B. Russell, 
confidential employe. Their liabilities are 
600,000, direct, and $300,000 indirect, and 
their nominal assets are good. The firm is the 
agent of the Boston and Savannah steamship 
company, which is not affected atall. The 
Eastern steamship line, running to points in 
the provinces, is owned in great part by the 
fiim, and is, therefore, affected by the failure. 
The cause of the assignment is the general 
dullness of business, in which the firm is en- 
gaged. The firm is composed of Frank W. 
Nickerson, Alfred A. Nickerson and E.C. 
Crosby. 

THE CAUSE THE FAILURE. 

The firm states that the Savannah line is not 
affected by the failure, but that the Boston, 
Halifax and Prince Edwards Island line is 
somewhat involved. Nothing definite can yet 
be stated about the assets. They include exten- 
sive West Indian and other foreign interests 
and investments which it will take a long time 
to develop. The indebtedness of the firm is

chiefly to the national banks on time notes 


with collaterals, The members of the firm are 
Fred A. and Alfred K. Nickerson and E, C, 
Crosby. The firm succeeded the old house of 
F. Nickerson & Co. The causes of the failure 
are manifold. The first blow affecting the 
credit of the firm was the wreck of the City of 
Columbus, of the Savannah line, two years ago. 
The firm has also been involved in the general 
business depression. They have dealt largely 
in hemp, sugar and other staple goods on com- 
mission, and also in the direct trade. It is im- 
possible to make any statement about the pro- 
bable relation of the assets to the liabilities, 
The settlement will inevitably require a long 
time, but the members of the firm hope that 
with careful nursing the assets will yield a 
yery good dividend to the creditors.

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SALISBURY SPEAKS. 


THE EX-PREMIER’S LIFE IS FULL 


Act Would Drive the Wealthy Out of 
Ireland—0 ' ofl : 


Lonpon, March 3.—Lord Randolph Church- 
ill spoke at Manchester today. Hesaid that 
Gladstone had deluded the country with false 
issues, and that there was an i ve ne- 
cessity for the establishment of a British 
unionist party which would unite what was 
best in all parties and creeds. 

The marquis of Salisbury, speaking at the 
conservative bamquet at the Crystal palace 
tonight, denied the assertion of Sir Henry 
Jamee, that he had ever encouraged 
“home rule delusién” in the slightest manner. 
He warned the country that hasty adoption of 
land purchase measures for Ireland wouid 
drive away wealthy and leave ignorant under 
rule of not overwise hierarchy while all money 
now invested would virtually be lost. Lord 
Salisbury bitterly condemns liberals for defeat- 
ing conservatives on side issue, thus avoiding 
necessity to formulate an Irish policy. ; 

Farl Rosebery, foreign secretary, has in- 
structed Sir Henry Drummond Woltfe, Britigh 
commissioner in Egypt, to reject the demand of 
Mauktar Pasha, Turkish commissioner,that an 
Feyptian army be organized with a large 
Turkish element. The English occupation of 
Egypt will continue until the questions of the 
fellaheen’s tenure of land and civil, military 
and financial reforms have heen settled. 


The Negotiations Bruken OF. 

PARIS, Mareh 3.—Negotiations for the Congo 
loan are broken off. A French commission 
went to Congo to meetthe Belgian commission 
forthe purpose of defining the boundary line 
between the territory of France and that of 
the Congo state. The French commission 
waited a month, but the Belgian commission 
did not appear. The French commission is 
now returning home. Premier De Freycinet 
has demanded an explanation from the Bel- 
gian government.

BERLIN, March 3.—The Post says that at 
the annual political dinner last night, Bis- 
marck, in a speech, said it was doubtful 
whether the advantages which the partisans 
of bi-metallism expected would be realized.

THE WRECKED CREVWV. 


Several of the Crew of the Steamer Saxon 
Saved. ° 

HALIFAX, N. S., March 3.—The steamer 
Beta, which arrived today, brought frorh 
Turk’s island the second engineer and several 
of the crew of the steamer Saxon, which was 
wrecked on the evening of February 4 in Caico’s 
passage. The steamer was on the voyage from 
New York to Cape Haytien. 
enced very stormy weather early in the 
passage. On the fifth day out, about 8 o’clock 
p. m., and during moderate weather,she struck 
on Birches Lookout reef, and on the following 
day broke in two. The first and second engi- 
neers and four men then took to boat and 
reached shore safely. Another boat lying 
alonside, in which were two Of the crew, was 
swamped when the Saxon parted, 
and both men were drowned. Two others of 
the crew, by the aid of a plank, swam to a 
schooner lying some distance away, leaving 
Captain Wyman and four others on the wreck. 
They were unable to get away except by risk- 
ing their livesin the sea, One of these, the chief 
mate,ason ofthe captain, attempted to swim to 
land, but became exhausted and was drowned. 
The steward became cr .zed and hopeless of be- 
ing rescued, and leap® into the sea and was 
not afterwards seen. The high winds and 
rough water in the nei: hborhood of the reef 
prevented any attempts at the resene of the 
remaining survivors being made until Mon- 
day, by which time another of the men had 
been washed away, ani the cantain becoming 
delirons, had died. On Sanday, when the 
weather had moderated and the wreck was 
boarded by men from the land, there was but 
ope fireman and the remains of the captain to 
remove tothe shore. Six men in all lost their

Sam Ennis for killing Deputy-Marshal C. M.

THE COMMITMENT TRIAL.

A Shocking Murder Committed in Haralson

and Celone! Zettler has the entire manage- 
ment of «Jucational affairs, Some ten years 
ago he «we here a stranger, and so closely has 
he con’: himself to the duties of his office 
that is not intimately acquain- 
ted with the entire board yet. 
There are now being conducted ten city and 
thirty-six county schools, with an average 
atterdsnce of 3,300 pupils. The monthly pay 
roll amounts to $3,200, an average of very 
nearly S-Qeach for the teachers employed. 
The manner of paying off these teachers is 
very simple and satisfactory. Through Super- 
intendent Zettler, the warrants of the presi- 
dent of the board are drawn by the several 
teacheis, and presented to the treasurer, who 
pays them their salaries as soon after the first 
day of the month as they are presented. A 
growiug feature of the school system 1s 
THE EMPLOYMENT OF LADIES 

as teachers in the public schools, Some time 
ago, when the plan had been successfully tried 
in the city, the experiment was extended into 
the country schools. There was some consid- 
erable complaint at the time, and the new de- 

ure was strenuously opposed in certain 
Peelities, as beipg an intolerable innovation 
on the established order of things. But it 
worked well, and one man from the country, 
who bad opposed it bitterly, acknowledged to 
the superintendent that it was eminently sat- 
isfacte:y. Said he, “I opposed it at the be- 
gining, but you knew better for us than we 
knew for ourselves.” Inthe national report 
of educational matters, which is just out in a 
large volume, there occurs the following in re- 
gard to Macon: 

“Macon—At the opening of ’82-’83 reduced 
the time for grammar school course (which 
appears to include primary as well) to six 
years. under an impression that this would 
suttice to prepare for the high school. It also, 
towards the close of the year and for 
ihe next entered upon the policy of employing 
women as principals of the grammar schools. 
The latter proved thoroughly successful, se- 
curing excellent management and thorough 
teaching. The former appears to be yet on 
trial, (ther experiments are thought to have 
proved successful, such as concentrating efforts 
to teaching reading, especially on the first 
three years of the course; doing away with 
text-bock instruction in grammar in the 
lower class, using in spelling exercises words 
jin common use, and insisting upon thorough 
acquaintance with them before the spelling 
books were taken up. Another change 
more questionable is that i 
ing the children, after 
four first fundamental processes in arithmetic, 
2 large amount of mental work without pencil 
or paper. Remarkable results are said to be 
secured in this line; bnt it may be doubted 
whether it isa safe process for all children.” 

In expressing his views on these points, Su- 
perintendent Zettler says that the idea of 
: TEACHING GRAMMAR TO INFANTS 
is an exploded fallacy. During the last year 
of the grammar school, those who are twelve 
or fifteen years old are taught grammar, but 
his idea is to teach children that whieh they 
have the capacity to understand during the 
jirst years, and when they are ready to learn 
grammar, he has the system arranged so nicely 
that they get all training in that line that they 
need. 

But his system of teaching them orthography 
is magnificent. Little tots learn to spell the 
names of streets, business houses and familiar 
localities, such are in most general use. 

Further than this, in arithmetic he has 
them taught the science inthe most practical 
way, without resorting to the tedious and un- 
satisfactory method of memorizing rules and 
such old-fashioned methods. 

In map drawing the students are unusually 
roficient. There are on exhibition, at regular 
ntervais, specimens of the handiwork of the 

pupils at the superintendent’s office. In 
geography they are first taught the local 
geography of the county. Next the state, then 
the states adjacent; finally the countries nearest 
the United States and having the most inti- 
mate relations with this country, and at last 
that part of the world most remote and of least 
interest. , The exercises in dictation are very 
interesting, and the reporter hasdbserved some 
Deautiful work by the children, 

In addition to these interesting features, 
there are many other things that render our 
Schools the most perfect and satisfactory in the 
country. Everything about the office, and the 
Same his y be said in detail of the most minute 
Metails of the system,is a model of neatness 
and order. Written and picture books and 
reference sheets are kept on file in the office, 
and every applicant for advice and assistance 
is treated politely and courteously.

The President, the Senate and Civil 
Service Reform. 

The readers of THE CONSTITUTION have 
had ample opportunity to digest President 
Cleveland’s recent message to the senate in 
regard to the rights and prerogatives of the 
executive in the matter of removals. The 
message covers the whole ground, and, while 
iis arguments are unanswerable, there is no 
doubt that the administration has been 
placed in a fAlse position by its efforts to give 
amugwumpian interpretation to the civil ser- 
vice law. 

The civil service law is not, as has been 
claimed, a democratic measure. Though it 
was introduced by Mr. Pendleton and sup- 
ported by a great many democrats, it was 
written by Dorman B. Eaton, who is to the 
civil service humbug what Eads is to the 
Mississippi improvement and the ship rail- 
way humbugs. Eaton was not only the 
author of the bill, but he lobbied for it and 
it finally became a law while the republi- 
cans still had control of affairs. 

Practically the law was a humbug and it 
was treated as such by the republican party. 
They treated it in a way that was eminently 
satisfactory to honest men of both parties. 
Where the law applied, its effect was to 
place honest and efficient republicans in 
office, and that was the extent of so-called 
civil service reform so far as the republican 
party was concerned. When the democratic 
administration came in, however, it was all 
at once discovered that civil service reform 
Was something more than civil service re- 
form. A vague puft in a mugwump news-

How 
much better for the country and the demo- 
cratic administration would it have been if 
the president had pursued in the first in- 
stance a straightforward course—a course 
warranted by his own blunt nature, by cir- 
cumstances, and by the expectations of the 
people? 

What necessity was there for all this jug- 
gling—this detective’service and spy system 
—in bringing about the removal of officials 
not in sympathy with the administration. 
Where an executive depends on a political 
party for support and election, there can be 
no non-political intrepretation of the law; 
there can be no non-political administration 
of the law. Ifit is worth while to elect a 
democratic administration, it is worth while 
to fill the offices with democrats—honest and 
efficient democrats, if you please, but demo- 
crats. Under our institutions, an honest po- 
litical partisan of either party is worth more 
to the country than ten regiments of mug- 
wumps, and every sensible person who 
knows anything of American history or ap- 
preciates the genius and spirit of American 
institutions will agree with us. 

Meantime, itis to be hoped that the atti- 
tude of the senate, while it is hopelessly par- 
tisan and at variance with its own history, 
will teach the president that it is better to 
depend on his own party for support than on 
tlhe casual puffs that may appear from time 
to time in the republican and mugwamp 
papers. If the democratic party is worth 
any thingat all itis worth building up ina per- 
fectly straightforward way. If there is any- 
thing in democratic principles, these princi- 
ples ave worth striving tor by an ad ministra- 
tion elected by the democratic party. 

Honest civil service reform is one thing 
and the sham civil service reform now in 
vegue is another.

It is the duty of all democrats to stand by 
the president in his contest with the repub- 
lican senate, but democrats may be excused 
if they occasionally turn aside to speak the 
truth on matters affecting the vital interest 
ot the party. 


A Timid Queen. 

Several times in the course of her long 
reign, Queen Victoria has confronted would- 
be assassins, face to face. On those occas- 
ions she evinced no lack of courage. It is 
also to her credit that she displayed no de- 
sire to push the prosecution of the misguided 
persons who sought her life. In every in- 
stance Victoria showed herself every inch a 
queen, brave, magnanimous and full of 
nerve. 

But the queen, in her youth and in her 
plime, was very different {rom the weak old 
woman who today sheds tears over the pro- 
gress of her people. She is timid, nervous, 
afraid almost of her own shadow. 

Just at present, in view of the uncertain 
condition of affairs, the queen is urged by 
both the conservatives and the liberals to 
spend some part of her season in London, 
and to throw open her court in the style be- 
fitting England’s queen and India’s empreas. 
It is believed that such acourse would do 
much to reconcile the masses to royalty aud 
the aristocracy, but Victoria cannot be per- 
suaded to take the advice of her friends. 
The recent riots frightened her, and she 
makes no secret of her dread of personal vio- 
lence. A short time ago she was hissed in 
public. Some of the ladies of her court were 
roughly handled by a crowd of brawny so- 
cialists. These incidents have completely 
terrorized the queen. 

It has, therefore, been decided that the 
royal entertainment will be limited to re- 
ceptions. Last Friday when her majesty at- 
tended the opera, policemen were stationed 
every ten yards along the route. In the 
present temper of the English people, this is 
the worst policy that could be pursued. 
Royalty, with a bold front, always com- 
mands a certain respect, but when it shows 
the white feather it invites attack. No 
crown is secure unless itsowner shows a 


spirited determination to wear it and hold 
it.

Was Ophelia a Dudine”? 

A cablegram informs us that the Paris- 
ians are wild over Sarah Bernhardt in the 
role of Ophelia. The statement will be 
readily believed. Possibly the gifted French- 
woman is able to act Ophelia to the life, but 
we must enter a protest against her cos- 
tumes. 

All English-speaking people have an idea 
that Hamlet’s sweetheart was always mod- 
estly attired, even when she wore her richest 
dresses. Her taste was quiet. She did not 
dazzle people with an aggressive afiluence of 
glare and glitter. 

But Sarah presented Ophelia in a blaze of 
glory. The first costume was a skirt of white 
Indian cashmere, embroidered with gold, 
opened up on one side and looped up on the 
other by a chaplet of precious stones, over 
an underskirt of tarkey blue brocade. The 
pale blue and white close-fitting body was 
slashed and had plaited sleeves with gold 
cuffs. With this costume was worn a cap 
embroidered with gold and silver, studded 
with sapphires, brilliants and turquois, a 
gold waistband and an alms satchel of blue 


workmanship. The second costume was a 
pale straw-colored skirt under Turkish gauze, 
trimmed with gold lace and pearls. The 
gold brocade corsage of silk had muslin 
sleeves, with deep cuffs of gold and silver 
bands. The third costume, for the mad 
scene, was 2 flowing loose robe witha vest 
of white silk, trimmed with gold and silver 
lace. It bad a China crape sash with a bow 
at the side and a chemise with sleeves.

ACCORDING to De Voe, the meteorologist, 
we may look out for some bad weather. 

March will enter, warm and foggy, over a 
large portion of the United States, except 
down in Florida; there the people may look 
for sharp frosts between ‘the first and third. 
About the third a severe storm will form back 
in Kansas, and move across the country 
straight for Washington, D. C., andit will 
strike the Atlantic coast about the fifth, and 
there will be heavy southeast gales and floods 
in the southern states. But north of latitude 
38° the storm will be snow, and a snow block- 
ace will occur over a large portion of the 
United States. This storm will strike New 
York city about the fifth, and all merchants 
having goods to ship should take time by the 
forelock. Immediately following this storm 
there will be a cold wave that will make 
everything snap and crack, The 
center of this storm will cross 
the Atlantic ocean to Europe be- 
tween latitudes 28° and 40°, and vessels 
crossing the Atlantic ocean should keep north 
of Jatiinde 43°. Between the 5th and 10th 
heavy showers will fall in England, and in 
“cotiland about the 10th, and floods in France 
and Germany about the same date. After the 
10th the weather will become remarkably warm 
in the United States. Between the 10th and 
15th a heavy storm will form over the lower 
lake region and move eastward; causing de- 
structive floods in the state of Maine and in 
Canada cast, and dense fogs at New York city 
and alorg the New England coast.

A great deal of 
the orthodoxy of this country reminds me of the 
fellow who has built a fort twenty feet thick and 
a hundred feet high, and he’s fixed up, he thinks, 
But he bas nothing behind him but a little picket 
fence, and the world, the flesh and the devil shell 
him out. {Laughter.| Ingersoll is shelling him 
out. He slips around and begins to fire some hot 
shit that the orthodox world don’t know what to 
do with it.

He was @ 
smmall bey then and carried apistol. When the 
crowd stopped to camp ‘‘Aleck’’ put his pisto) uu- 
der his head to have it handy in case robbers 
should appear.

Inthe New York cot- 
ton exchangea few days ago the machine was 
tested, The New York World says that a line of 
cotton plants ready for picking stretched half way 
across the floor, and a large machine, not unlikea 
McCormick reaper, was drawn by several men over 
the plants. Strange looking fingers of wood 
grasped the plants and took the cotton from them. 
The experiment was pronounced a success by the 
two hundred gentlemen who witnessed it. The 
importance of the invention, ifit finally proves its 
utility for practical work in the fleld, can scarcely 
be underestimated.

It costs nearly sixty million dollars .a year 
to pick the cotton crop of the southern states. 


Ever tince the war there has been a big efiort to 
invent a cotton picker. One planter in southern 
Georgia boughta lot of monkeys and put them in 
the patch undeithe idea that he had solved the 


problem, but he soon found that it took about two 
negroes to keep one moukey at work. Therefore 
the monkey business went to the wall. 


Edison proposes to invent a cotton picker, but it 
is suspected that Edison thinks he can pick cottom 
with a currycomb and a bit of electricity. The 
Wizzard of Menlo Park has done a good deal i 
the way of harnessing lightning, but from what 
can be gathered electricity now basabont all the 
load she can carry.

McCOY AND WILEY. 


They Waive Examination, and Are Sent Back 
to Jail. 2 


James McCoy and James Wiley, supposed to 
be the murderers of Deputy Marshal Kellett, 
were carried before Commissioner Haight yes- 
terday afternoon for a preliminary hearing, on 
the charge of obstructing an officer in the dis- 
charge of his duties. 

Colonel Brown, from Cherokee county, ap- 
peared as counsel for the two men, and after 
a short talk with them he announced to the 
court that a preliminary examination would 
be waived, and asked the commissioner to fix 
their bond. The commissioner placed their 
bonds at ten thousand dollars each. It wasim- 
possible for the men to give the bonds and 
they were taken back to jail—McCoy to the 
Fulton county jail and Wiley tothe DeKalb 
county jail. The officer in charge of McCoy 
was handed an order by Chief Deputy Marshal 
Mitchell, from Judge Branham, of the Rome 
circuit, ordering that McCoy be confined in 
the Fulton county jail until further orders.

Heavy California shippers complain about 
the war, because they say they have stocked 
up heavily at the old rates, and now the raics 
being so very low, the small merchants in- 
stead of buying of the Pacific coast wholesal- 
ers, buy in New York and undersell the heivy 
men, who have large stocks. There was 
much speculation as to what effect on west 
bound passenger rates the news that emigrant 
tickets were being sold at $12.50 from San 
Francisco to the Missouri river, and #17 to St. 
Louis and Chicago would have. It was proph- 
esied that there would bea cnt from the Mis- 
souri river to San Francisco, to correspoad 
with this rate by the fighting roads.

And ¥. W. Hart, the Sash, Door and Blind Man, Fails 
—Two of Hie Largest Creditors Push Him to 
the Wallanda Receiver is Appointed— 

The Cause of the Trouble. 


F. W. Hart, dealer in sash, doors, blinds, oils 
and paints, at 30 South Broad street, went into 
the hands of a receiver yesterday morning. 

Mr. Hart’s liabilities are $12,000, with 
$25,000 of assets. 

Mr. Hart had been in deep water for some 
time past, but would have been able to reach 
dry land if he had been given time. Time 
was all he wanted, but this his creditors de- 
clined to give him. 

Of Mr. Hart’s liabilities about $3,000 are in 
Atlanta, while the balance is in New York, 
Chicago and the northwest. His principal 
creditors are John H. James, the banker, 
to whom he is indebted in the sum of $2,425, 
and the H. N. Wright lumber company of 
Wisconsin, to which he owes $2,986.40. Sev- 
eral weeks ago Mr. Hart discovered that he 
could not pull through without time and be- 
gan corresponding with his Wisconsin cred- 
itors. A few days ago a representative of the 
lumber company came to -Atlanta to» 
confer with Mr. Hart. Mr. Hart opened his 
books for an inspection, and gave the creditor 
every information desired. He exhibited the 
stock on hand, and explaining the situation 
asked for time. Onthe same day Mr. Hart 
allowed a small note at James’s bank to go to 
protest, and yesterday morning Mr. James 
and the representative of the 1.W.Wright tim- 
ber company placed their claims in the hands 
of Haygood & Martin and Walter R. Brown. 
The attorneys at once filed a bill in the Fulton 
superior court asking for the appointment of a 
receiver. The bill - was argued before Judge 
Marshall J. Clarke and resulting in the appoint- 
ment of W. T. Turnbull as tempory receiver. 
Mr. Turnbull at once assumed charge of the 
store and will hold it until the bill is finally 
argued on Saturday next. 

Mr. Hart has been in the sash and blind 
business in Atlanta for ten years, and has 
always been prompt and punctual in protecting 
his paper. His storerocom is now crowded with 
stock, and if it is carefully handled the obliga- 
tions can be easily paid. Yesterday Mr. Hart 
said: 

“All I wanted was time, but I could not get 
that and went to the wall. I have at least 
$15,000 to $18,000 worth of stock on hand, and 
I have about $10,000 worth of worthless notes 
in my safe—notes for which I will never geta 
cent.”’ 

“What caused your embarrassment ’”’ 

“Dull trade and heavy stock on hand. Why 
I have goods down stairs that have not been 
touched for three years. The year of the 
Grant & Ward failure I did a $50,000 business, 
andevery year up to thattime I could not 
keep stock enough on hand. That year | 
bought heavily and stored it away. I fixed for 
a $75,000 business the next year, and when the 
next year came my business dropped down to 
$22,000. The business is dull. There is a 
shrinkage everywhere, and I could not sell 
goods when there was no demand for them.” 

Mr. Frank Arnold, who represents Mr. Hart, 
says: 

“] think it is unwise in the creditors of Mr. 
Hart to have filed this bill and force him into 
the hands of a receiver. He is pressed just 
now fora little ready cash, but if he had been 
letalone fora month or two he would have 
recuperated. Mr. Hart is thoroughly consci- 
eptious in his business relations, and could 
have managed his aflairs much better and 
more economically than I fear it is possible 
for uw court of equity to do by its receiver. 
Such preceedings are always attended with 
heavy expense, and the goods rarely bring fair 

prices when forced to sale. | have not yet 
prepared Mr. Hart’s answer to the bill, but 
will have it ready for the hearing on Satur- 
day.” 


A HANDSOME RESIDENCE SOLD. 


The Home of Mr. N. P. T. Finch Sold at 
Auction to Mr, H. T. Phillips. 

At four o’clock yesterday afternoon nearly a 
hundred prominent and wealthy Atlantians 
went out to the residence of Mr. N.P.T.Finch, 
298 Peachtree street, to witness the public sale 
of his beautiful home. Half an 
hour was spent in an _ inspection of 
the house. The lot has 60 = feet 
front, and is 250 feet deep. The house was 
built in 1882, and is ot brick. On the ground 
floor are double parlors, a library room, a 
diningroom, a wide hall, with kitchen, etc., in 
the rear. The rooms are exquisitely finished 
in oak. The second and third floors are bed- 
rooms, bath-rooms, etc. The house is heated 
by a furnace and lighted by gas. It has every 
convenience, and is conceded to be one of the 
most desirable homes in the city. 

Before crying the sale Mr. Samuel W. Goode 
made a statement showing that Atlanta real 
estate was not depressed, Among other state- 
ments that he made was one to the effect that 
the demand for property by outside parties 
was greater than ever. Mr. N. R. Fowler as 
auctionecr asked for bids, and Mr. H. W. Long, 
of Grand Rapids, Michigan, offered $14,000. 

That bid was cried for several minutes 
and Mr. H. T. Phillips, of Phillips 
& Crew offered $14,250, Mr. Long offered $14,- 
200, Mr. Pat Calhoun raised the bid to $14,- 
6CO. Mr. Long offered $14,900. Mr. Calhoun 
raised to $15,000. Mr. Phillips came in witha 
bid of $15.600, and Mr. Long saw him $15,- 
700. These two gentlemen raised each 
other a hundred dollars at 
a time, until Mr. Phillips offered $16,890. 
There the otfers hung fire, and the place was 
knocked down to Mr. Phillips for $16,800. 

The crowd then dispersed. Mr. Phillips 
stated to a CONSTITUTION reporter that he 
bought the place fora residence.
